Recently, Fishing News 
asked both Mr. Jarman and 
Skipper Britton what they 
feel about the suitability 
of GRP as a construction 
material, now that they have 
had almost four years’ ex- 
perience with the vessel. 

Mr. Jarman said that, 
without any doubt, he prefers 
GRP to wood and steel. He is 
absolutely convinced about 
the superiority of the 
material in terms of 
maintenance. 

Once a year the boat is 
beached to be cleaned and 
repainted with antifouling 
below the waterline; the crew 
is able to do thiB themselves.

Jarman said tnat, 
apart from beaching the 
vessel to inspect the anodes, 
he is quite happy to leave her 
in the water for a year at a 
time.

Skipper Britton also feels 
that the hull is too flexible 
in stress-boar ing areas such 
as around the trawl gallows.

This 
type of net is between 100 and 
350 metres long and consists 
of a gill net with armouring on 
one side. It was customary to 
set it in a circle with the ar- 
nwuring on the outside and 
frighten fish into it bv 
splashing with oars or posse’r 
m a small boat. 

If there is not much weed 
about, you can take large 
quantities of mullet in 
trammel nets economically, 
and also tangle a few bass 
which fetch a much higher 
price. 

You can set the trammels 
across creeks which run into 
estuaries and leave them 
down all night, but if you do 
so there may be a lot of 
jellyfish and rubbish as well 
as mullet in them when you 
haul. 

Clearing trammels is a 
laborious and time- wasting 
business. It may be more 
profitable to set nets acrosB 
creeks when thB ebb tide 
starts to slacken about an 
hour and a half before low 
water, and to haul them 
before the flood starts to flow 
with any strength an hour or 
two after low water. 

By doing this, you can 
sometimes increase your 
catch by scaring fish into nets 
with a plopper or posser — a

Oyster PLYMOUTH OIL ’ALERT 

f a pt.YMOUTH fishing anything beyond everyday 


inquiry 

IRISH FiaherieB Minister, 
Brian Lenihan haa an- 
nounced a public inquiry into 
Ine Fenit oyster fishery in 1 
County Kerry. 

This haB been the scene of 
much trouble in recent yeara. 

It is indicated that the in- 
quiry would be designed to 
consider the way in which the 
fishery could be given into 
local ownership.
